PJUTES AND LOST

TWODEPUTIES

Colorado Sheriff and His Men

Surrounded by Indians

RELIEF PARTY TO THE RESCUE

Result of Battle in Wild Section of

Utah Will Not Be Known Until

Assistance Arrives.

Grayson, Utah, Feb. 21. In a bat-

tle between the force of deputies un-

der United States Marshal Aquila
of Salt Luke City, and the

Piute Indians, outside of Bluff, Utah,
two Indians were killed, and six tak-

en prisoners. One white man lost
his life and two were wounded.

The posse tried to surround the In-

dians' position at daybreak this morn-
ing, but the Indians heard them and
immediately opened fire. Joe Akin o.
Dolores, Col., fell at the first volley.
Firing continued for some minutes
and two Indians were seen to fail
dead.

Both sides ceased firing and Mar-

shal Xebeker sent Mancos Jim, a
Piute, who had joined the white men.
to parley with the Indians and urge
them to surrender. After a long pow

.on, .Mancos Jim returned to tn..
posse with the message from the In

dians: "We will fight until death.
While the marshal was waiting for

this Information, another band of In-

dians, under a chief named Cosey,
came up the San Juan Kiver about
forty strong and attacked the posse
from behind. The white men replieJ
to the stuck and held them off. In

the meantime, the Indians camped up
on the rocks outside Bluff reopened
the attack and the posse was caught
between two fires. One man, whose
name is not known, was shot. At
last reports he was still alive, but in

serious conditK'U- -
The Indians, under Cosey, wore

driven off and in retreating, they cut
the telephone wires, the only line ot
communication with Bluff.

The last message that came
through said that the Indians had
surrounded the posse and a general
alarm was sent out all through the
country. Posses were quickly or-

ganized here, and at Monticello and
other relief expeditions are being
formed at Dolores, Cortez, and Man- -

cos, Colo.
The results of the battle will not be

definitely known until the Monticello
posse can cut in on the telephone
wire and report. The situation at
Bluff is critical, however, and the
posse under Marshal Xebeker will

need all the assistance that can be
sent to them.

FIRST AMERICAN

SHIP DESTROYED

DURING WAR

Evelyn Blown Up By Mine When

Approaching Bremen

RESPONSIBILITY NOT FIXED

Disaster Occurred Outside New War

Zone But Close to German

Coast.

Bremen, Feb. 22. The American
steamer Evelyn, which sailed from
New York on January 29 with a cargo
of cotton for Bremen, struck a mine
Saturday off Borkum island, in the
North sea, according to a dispatch
from Bremen by way of London at
7.40 p. m. yesterday. The vessel
sank. Her captain and 27 of her crew
were saved. The nationality of the
mine wJiich destroyed the Evelyn has
not been established.

The Evelyn is the first American
vessel to meet with disaster, as a re
sult of the sea warfare of the Euro
pean nations. She did not sinic
within the war zone included in the
German admiralty's decree of the 4tl,
which went into effect on Thursday.
Borkum island lies directly off the
German coast at the mouth of Ems
river and is Carman territory. Marl-tim- e

records give the complement ot
the Evelyn at 25 men, so that it is
probable that all on board the vessel
were rescued.

The Evelyn was a single-scre- steel
sleumship and was commanded by

Washington, Feb. 22. The United
States government was officially ad-

vised last night of the destruction of
the first American vessel on the high
seas since the outbreak of the Europ-
ean war. American Consul Fee at
Bremen cabled that the steamer
Evelyn and her cargo of cotton bound
for Bremen had been "blown up u
Borkum," Just off the coast of Ger-
many, but that the crew had been
saved. The cause-submarin- or
mine was not given In the dispatch.
After a conference with President
Wilson, Secretary Bryan cabled Em-

bassador Page at London and
Gerard at Berlin to make an

exhaustive inquiry as to the facta,
and, if the crew was landed at eithei
of their respective jurisdictions, to
furnish every care and convenience to
Capt Smith and his men so that they
might Teturn home safely.

Although the extent of sea zones of
war proclaimed by Germany was
never defined exactly, the Borkum is-

lands are considered far distant from
the danger nreas of submarines, al-

though the waters of what vicinity
are filled with mines for deiensive
purposes through which Germany al-

ways has piloted incoming ships. At
the German embassy, last night, it
was pointed out that the accident
must have been caused by a mine as
Germany, sorely in need of cotton,
would have no object In torpedoing
a vessel laden with such a cargo for
German consumption.

Early press dispatches from Berlin
announcing the loss of the vessel by
a mine caused somewhat of a sensa-
tion in this capital, where the tension
lias been more or less pronounced
over the situation in the war zones
since the dispatch of warning notes
by the United States to both Great
Britain and Germany. It was vir-
tually conceded that, if the cause of
the accident was proved to be a mine,
there probably would be no ground
for diplomatic action by the United
States, as the laying of mines Is not
prohibited by any international con-
vention now in force.

The aeroplane, said to be a German,
according to a dispatch from Ixmdon
at 2 a. in. today, also dropped bombs
at Marks Tey, six and a half miles
west of Colchester and near Cogges-hal- l,

but no serious damage resulted.
The machine was last reported as
making off to sea.
